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INTRODUCTION. 


N  this  volume  the  proceedings  of  the  Manchester  Courts 
Leet  and  Courts  Baron  (which  were  held  together) 
are  continued  from  the  7th  October,  1662,  to  the 
1 3th  April.  1675,  a  period  of  thirteen-and-a-half 
years.  Unfortunately,  the  proceedings  of  the  Courts  held  at 
Michaelmas,  1666,  Easter  and  Michaelmas,  1667,  Easter  and 
Michaelmas,  1668,  and  Easter,  1669,  are  not  now-  contained  in  the 
original  MS.  volume,  having,  for  some  reason  or  other,  been  torn 
or  cut  out  before  the  book  was  re-bound.  The  names  of  the  three 
Boroughreeves  and  the  six  Constables,  elected  in  these  years,  have 
been  obtained  from  some  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  from  some  references  to  them  in  these  Records ;  but, 
of  course,  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  supply  any  account  of 
what  took  place  on  the  occasions  when  the  Courts  were  held. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Courts  here  printed  are  precisely  similar 
to  those  contained  in  the  last  volume.  There  are  the  same  long  lists 
of  those  who  were  fined  for  selling  Ale  or  Beer  contrary  to  the 
statute;  for  breaking  the  " Assize  of  Bread,"  as  it  was  termed,  that 
is,  selling  it  contrary  to  the  statutes  regulating  it,  or  making  "spice 
bread,"  putting  butter  into  cakes,  &c.  The  names  of  those  who 
wrere  punished  for  using  unlawful  weights  and  measures,  for  selling 
"unbaited  beef,"  or  offering  unwholesome  fish  or  flesh  of  any  kind, 
for  buying  and  selling  on  the  same  day,  for  allowing  their  swine  to 
trespass,  or  their  dogs  to  be  unmuzzled,  £c.,  &c.,  are  all  duly  set 
out.  Much  attention  was  also  paid  to  the  laws  in  force  for  the 
proper  curing  and  sale  of  leather,  and  there  are  lists  of  those  wrho 
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were  fined  for  "gashinge  and  cuttinge  of  hydes "  and  skins.  The 
use  of  the  "affairors"  is  more  clearly  apparent  from  the  records 
contained  in  this  volume  than  from  any  previous  one,  as  the  entries 
relating  to  most  of  the  Courts  conclude  with  the  names  of  those 
officers  who  had  "affaired"  the  amerciaments  or  fines  then  levied. 
The  duties  of  the  affairors  were  to  regulate  the  fines  imposed  on 
delinquents,  and  to  reduce  them  where  they  considered  them  too 
high  or  too  severe.  In  many  instances  the  fines  were  reduced  one 
half  or  more,  according  as  they  considered  the  justice  of  the  case 
required.  Thus  in  April,  1675,  nearly  every  fine  was  reduced  by 
the  affairors,  one  of  6d.  "affaired  to  iiij'1  [4d.],"  another  of  2s.  6d.  • 
"affaired  to  ijs  [2s]."  and  so  on.  (See  p.  239.) 

The  contents  of  this  volume  are  hardly  so  important  as  those  of 
the  last  one,  in  which  no  less  than  five  interesting  events  in  the 
annals  of  Manchester  occurred.  There  is  but  little  of  any  moment 
to  call  for  special  notice,  the  affairs  of  the  town  having  apparently 
gone  on  with  great  regularity  and  sameness.  The  "  Beadle "  was' 
regularly  appointed,  and  no  doubt  did  his  duty  in  preventing 
"  Roagues  and  other  wandringe  beggers"  from  infesting  the  town, 
whilst  "the  winter  watch"  protected  the  inhabitants  every  night, 
ringing  their  handbell  at  the  end  of  every  hour,  as  they  were 
specially  enjoined  to  do.  From  an  entry  at  the  Court  held 
5th  October,  1669  (p.  99),  we  learn  that  the  Waits  or  musicians  of 
the  town  were  ordered  to  play  through  the  town  on  every  Thursday 
evening  "accordinge  to  the  Antient  Custome."  They,  however, 
seem  to  have  resented  this  ancient  custom  being  revived,  for  at  the 
Court  held  on  the  i6th  April,  1672  (p.  166),  reference  is  made  to 
the  previous  order  of  1669,  "which  hath  hitherto  beene  neglected" 
and  the  Waits  were  commanded  to  duly  carry  it  out,  "which  if  they 
shall  refuse  to  doe,  it  is  the  Desire  of  the  Jury,  that  they  may  not  be 
henceforward  Encouraged  as  formerly  by  the  Towne."  After  this 
there  is  no  further  account  of  any  neglect  of  duty. 
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There  are  many  references  to  the  repair  of  the  Market  Cross, 
which  had  probably  been  damaged  or  destroyed  during  the  Civil 
War,  and  it  was  finally  arranged  in  April,  1675,  that  it  should  be 
"  re-erected  and  lead  [laid  or  set  out]  in  Colours  and  gilded  as  here- 
tofore "  (p.  239).  The  "Butts"  were  also  constantly  being  ordered 
to  be  placed  in  repair,  although  it  is  not  easy  to  understand  the 
necessity  for  keeping  up  archery  at  the  end  of  the  seventeenth 
century.  The  question  of  "  strangers  "  settling  in  the  town,  as  in 
previous  years,  continued  to  excite  much  attention,  and  it  was 
ordered  that  the  various  "bonds"  given  to  the  Boroughreeve  should 
be  enforced,  in  all  cases,  where  the  persons  who  had  taken  up  their 
residence  had  become  chargeable  to  the  rates.  There  is  occasional 
mention  of  "the  English  Library,"  which,  as  narrated  in  the  last 
volume,  had  been  established  in  the  old  Jesus  Chapel  in  the 
Collegiate  Church,  and  of  the  burials  which  had  taken  place  there, 
and  it  was  specially  ordered  that  "noe  persons  but  the  Inhabitants 
of  Mane  shall  have  any  priviledge  to  bury  there  Except  thefy]  pay 
Double  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  towne,"  and  the  clerks  of  the 
Collegiate  Church  were  enjoined  to  take  "speciall  Care  for  the 
keepinge  of  it  Cleane  &  openinge  and  shuttinge  of  the  Bookes,"  for 
which  they  were  to  receive  five  shillings  per  annum  (p.  99).  There 
is  only  one  reference  to  the  Plague  in  1665,  when  it  was  ordered 
that  the  order  "for  the  Infection  of  the  Plauge  of  pestilence  "  be 
put  in  execution  (p.  73). 

Sir  EDWARD  MOSLEY,  BART.,  the  second  Baronet  of  that  name, 
who  was  lord  of  the  manor  of  Manchester  at  the  time  when  the 
Records  printed  in  this  volume  begin,  died  on  the  1 4th  October,  1665, 
and  was  buried  at  Didsbury  on  the  2ist  of  that  month.  As  he  had 
no  issue,  writh  him  terminated  the  direct  male  line  from  Sir  Nicholas 
Mosley,  knt,  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  and  the  Baronetcy,  conferred 
on  his  father  in  1640,  became  extinct.  A  notice  of  him,  and  an  abstract 
of  his  long  and  curious  will,  will  be  found  in  the  notes  to  pp.  78-80. 
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His  widow,  Katharine,  daughter  of  Lord  Grey  of  Wark,  married  for 
her  second  husband,  Charles,  son  and  heir  of  Dudley,  Lord  North, 
and  they  occur  as  the  joint  Lord  and  Lady  of  the  manor  of 
Manchester  from  October,  1670,  till  this  volume  closes.  He  was 
created  Lord  Grey  of  Rolleston  about  the  year  1673,  and  he  is  so 
called  in  the  heading  of  the  Court  held  7th  October,  1673,  and 
subsequently.  It  is  not  improbable  that  the  cutting  out  of  the  pages 
containing  the  proceedings,  at  the  Courts,  held  between  Michaelmas, 
1 666,  and  Easter,  1668,  inclusive,  was  one  result  of  the  litigation  about 
the  Mosley  estates,  which  ensued  on  the  death  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley 
in  October,  1665.  It  was  then  alleged  that  he  was  non  compos 
mentis  at  the  time  of  making  his  will,  and  Joseph  Maynard,  Esq., 
and  Mary  his  wife,  the  only  sister  of  Sir  Edward,  took  possession  of 
his  estate.  After  much  delay  the  verdict  of  the  jury  at  the  trial  in 
the  Court  of  Exchequer  on  the  25th  June,  1669,  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  will  made  by  Sir  Edward  on  the  I3th  October,  1665,  the 
day  before  his  death,  was  duly  executed  and  was  in  every  respect  a 
valid  one.  By  this  will  he  left  all  his  manors,  lands,  &c.  (except  his 
Leicestershire  estates)  to  his  executors  in  trust  for  fifteen  years  and 
then  to  Edward,  the  son  and  heir  of  his  cousin  Edward  Mosley,  Esq. 
Accordingly  the  Court  held  in  October,  1669,  is  described  as  that  of 
Anne  Mosley  and  Edward  Mosley,  Esq.,  the  executors  of  the  Will 
of  Sir  Edward  Mosley,  Bart,  deceased,  and  it  is  probable  that  it 
was  the  records  of  the  Courts,  held  during  the  period  that  Joseph 
Maynard,  Esq.,  and  Mary  his  wife  were  described  as  lord  and  lady 
of  the  manor,  which  were  afterwards  cut  out  of  the  Court  Book. 
The  manor,  as  already  mentioned,  is  subsequently  described  as 
being  held  by  Katherine,  the  widow  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley,  and  her 
second  husband  the  Hon.  Charles  North,  afterwards  created  Lord 
Grey  of  Rolleston. 

William  Heawood,  who  had  held  the  office  of  Steward   from 
April,    1651,   presided   in   that  capacity   at   the  Court  held   on  the

7th  October,  1662,  the  first  in  this  volume,  and  continued  to  do  so 
till  May,  1666,  when  William  Radcliffe,  Esq.,  is  named  as  Steward. 
At  the  next  Court,  the  proceeding's  of  which  are  extant,  October, 
1669,  Oswald  Mosley,  Esq.,  was  Steward,  and  he  was  holding  this 
office  when  this  volume  closes,  April,  1675.  From  April,  1672,  the 
name  of  Nathan  Leech  occurs  as  clerk  of  the  Court,  or  as  he  some- 
times describes  himself,  Sub-seneschal  or  under  Steward. 

In  an  appendix  I  have  printed  "A  List  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
Manchester  in  1668,"  which  occupies  eighteen  pages  of  print  and 
contains  over  500  names.  This  is  taken  from  one  of  the  Assessment 
Books  in  the  possession  of  the  Corporation,  and  as  it  gives  the  various 
Streets,  &c.,  in  which  the  various  persons  who  were  assessed  lived, 
it  may  almost  be  looked  upon  as  the  earliest  Directory  for  Man- 
chester so  far  printed.  The  names  of  the  streets  then  existing  in 
the  town  wrere  as  follows : — Deansgate,  Smithy  Door,  the  Conduit, 
St.  Mary's  Gate,  Market  Street  Lane,  Market  Place  and  the  Shambles, 
Old  Mealgate,  Cateaton  Street,  Hanging  Ditch,  Hyde  Cross,  Toad 
Lane,  Fennel  Street,  Churchyardside  and  Hunt's  Bank,  Millgate, 
Newton  Lane,  and  Ancoats. 

As  in  the  previous  volumes  the  proceedings  of  the  Courts,  here 
printed,  have  been  compared,  line  for  line,  with  the  original,  so  as  to 
ensure  an  exact  reproduction  in  print.  All  points  of  interest  have 
been  as  far  as  possible  explained,  and  particulars  of  the  family  history 
of  man\-  of  the  persons,  whose  deaths  are  here  recorded,  derived 
from  family  papers,  wills,  £c.,  have  been  added  in  the  notes.

volume  (each  line  of  print  having  been  compared  word  for  word  with  the 
original),  all  the  curious  and  in  many  cases  phonetic  spellings  of  the  original 
will  here  be  found.      The  use  or  disuse  of  capital  letters  was  at  the  date  of 
these  Records  most  arbitrary,  and  the  same  word  will  be  found  spelt  in  three 
or  four  different  ways  on  the  same  page. 

2.  All  words  or  sentences  between  square  brackets  [     ]  hare  been  inserted 
by  the  Editor,  either  as  elucidatory  of  the  text  or  supplying  an  occasional 
missing  word,  e>r. 

3.  The  most  frequent  contractions  are  p  or  p  for  per,  pre,  or  pro;  thus, 
pson  for  person,  psent  for  present,  pceed  for  proceed,  e>r.  ;  s  stands  for 
ser,  s  vice  for  service,  svant/^r  servant :  u  is  used  for  \,  thus,  haue/^r  have, 
euery  for  every,  Glouer  for  Glover,  suice  for  service.      Words  are  often 
joined  together,  thus,  anorder/0/-  an  order,  shalbe  for  shall  be,  thenheritance 
for  the  inheritance,  6-r. 

4.  The  various  contractions  (t,  i,  n,  r,  s,  r,   e>r.,  dv.,  hare  been  used 
throughout  this  and  the  former  volumes,  not  as  expressing  the  meanings  often 
specially  attached  to  them,  but  simply  to  give  the  contracted  form  of  the  original 
writing  as  closely  as  could  be  managed  in  print. 

o.  The  use  of  Roman  numerals  was  becoming  less  common  than  in  previous 
volumes.  Thus,  j,  ij,  iij,  iiij  or  iv,  v,  vj,  vij,  viij,  ix,  x,  xj,  xij,  xiij,  and  so 
on,  are  used  for  i,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  u,  12,  13,  d-r.  Thus,  iij8  iiijd 
stands  for  35.  4d,,  vjs  \'\\'f  for  6s.  Sd.,  and  so  on. 

.  6.   The  headings  of  most  of  the  Courts  being  in  Latin,  a  translation  of 
one  of  them  as  illustrative  of  tie  rest  will  be  found  on  p.  I. 

7.  When  an  order  was  carried  out,  factum  est  or  fact  est  (it  is  done) 
was  written  in  t/ie  margin.     These  words  have  been  printed  in  italics. 

8.  The  duties  of  the  various  officers  appointed  at  the  Michaelmas  Courts 
will  be  found  explained  in  the  notes  on  pp.  r  to  4  of  Volume  I.

1  At  the  Court  held  6th  Oct.,  1657,  it  was  announced  that  Daniel  Hopwood,  gent.,  was 
then  deceased,  and  that  Edmund  Hopwood,  Esq. ,  was  his  next  heir.

He  appointed  her 
executrix,  and  Robert  Birley,  of  Warrington,  gent.,  and  Matthew  Lithgoe,  to  be  overseers. 
It  may  be  added  that  at  the  Court  held  on  the  igth  October,  1647,  it  was  announced  that 
Henry  Oilman,  of  Warrington,  had  lately  purchased  of  William  Birch  a  messuage  or 
dwelling-house,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  Milnegate.  (See  vol.  iv.,  p.  5.) 

6  The  Humphrey  Booth  mentioned  in  the  text  was  the  son  and  heir  of  Humphrey 
Booth,  of  Blackley,  the  younger  son  of  Humphrey  Booth,  of  Salford,  the  founder  of 
Trinity  Church,  Salford.  (See  vol.  iv.,  p.  6,  note  2.)     Humphrey  Booth,  of  Blackley,  gent, 
married,  in  1627,  Anne,  the  daughter  of  Ralph  Hough,  citizen  and  baker  of  London,  the 
marriage  settlement  being  dated  ist  February,  1626-7,  a°d  was  buried  at  Salford  on  the 
1 9th  March,  1648-9,  when  Humphrey,  his  son  and  heir,  was  only  eight  years  of  age. 
Having  now  come  of  age  he  was  ordered  to  do  his  suit  and  service.     The  death  of 
Humphrey  Booth,  of  Blackley,  has  not  previously  been  noticed  in  these  Records. 

7  Thomas  Birch,  junior,  Esq.,  was  the  son  and  heir  apparent  of  Colonel  Thomas 
Birch,  of  Birch,  the  well-known  Parliamentary  officer.     The  latter  describes  himself  in 
the  Visitation  of  Lancashire,  taken  in  1664,  as  being  then  56  years  of  age,  whilst  Thomas 
Birch,  the  son,  was  35  years  of  age.    Thomas  Birch,  the  son  (named  in  the  text),  married 
Beatrice,  daughter  of  William  Cotton,  of  Belloport,  co.   Salop,   Esq. ,  and  had  three 
daughters  then  living.     It  is  not  clear  for  what  lands  he  owed  suit  and  service  at  this  time. 

8  Thomas  Casson's  name  has  not  previously  appeared  in  these  Records,  and  I  do  not 
know  for  what  lands  he  owed  suit  and  service. 

9  Mr.  Richard  Meare,  whose  name  has  frequently  occurred  in  vol.  iv.   (see  Index), 
was  one  of  the  overseers  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Edward  Johnson,  made  in  1654.     (See  vol.  iv., 
p.  207,  note  i.)     He  may  have  purchased  some  of  Edward  Johnson's  land,  or  was 
holding  it  as  a  trustee. 

10  The  Butts  were  established  and  ordered  to  be  kept  in  repair  for  the  practice  of 
archery,  but  it  certainly  seems  unlikely  that  archery  would  be  compulsory  at  this  date. 
They  seem  to  have  been  placed  in  Garrett  Lane,  about  the  site  of  the  present  Portland 
Street.     (See  p.  21.) 

1 1  The  Cuckstool,  or  Cuckingstool,  so  frequently  referred  to  in  these  Records  (see 
Indexes  to  previous  volumes),  was  an  instrument  of  punishment  provided  for  scolding 
women  and  women  of  ill  repute.     It  consisted  of  a  chair  fixed  at  the  end  of  a  long  pole, 
suspended  over  a  pool  of  water,  so  that  the  culprit,  being  firmly  tied  into  the  chair,  could 
be  ducked  overhead  as  often  as  required.     The  "usual  place  "  for  the  Cuckstool  at  this 
time  was  the  Horsepool  in  Marketstedlane.     (See  vol.  iv.,  p.  19.)

death  is  now  announced  was  a  "grocer."  In  his  will,  dated  3rd  June,  1663,  he  styles 
himself  Ralph  Woollen  of  Manchester,  grocer,  and  mentions  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  Elizabeth, 
his  daughter,  and  John  Woollen,  his  son.  He  devised  to  William  Byrom,  of  Manchester, 
linendraper,  John  Alexander,  of  Manchester,  mercer,  Francis  Worthington,  of  the  same, 
woollen  draper,  and  James  Barrett,  of  the  same,  joiner,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  those 
messuages,  burgages,  lands,  &c. ,  in  Manchester,  near  the  end  of  a  certain  street  called 
the  Deansgate,  heretofore  in  the  occupation  of  Roger  Neild,  and  now  or  late  in  the 
occupation  of  Richard  Gymney  and  William  Lilly,  and  all  that  garden  and  orchard  at  the 
back  of  the  said  premises,  to  the  intent  that  they  the  said  William  Byrom,  &c.,  should 
sell  the  said  premises  and  out  of  the  money  so  raised  discharge  his  debts,  &c.,  and  pay 
the  balance  to  his  son,  John  Woollen.  He  also  desired  that  Mr.  James  Orbell,  of  the 
city  of  London,  if  he  had  not  already  released  them,  should  convey  and  assure  the  said 
premises  to  the  said  William  Byrom,  &c.  In  case  his  personal  estate  should  be  sufficient 
to  pay  his  debts,  then  his  real  estate  was  to  go  to  his  son,  John  Woollen,  and  his  heirs, 
with  remainder  to  his  daughter,  Elizabeth  Woollen,  and  the  heirs  of  her  body,  with 
remainder  to  his  own  right  heirs  for  ever.  His  five  messuages,  with  their  appurtenances, 
in  Watergate  Street,  in  Chester,  and  in  a  certain  lane  called  the  Common  Hall  Lane  in 
that  city,  and  now  or  late  in  the  tenures  of  John  Skellerne,  ironmonger,  Dorothy  Hughes, 
widow,  Jane  Williamson,  widow,  Richard  Tyldesley,  Thomas  Carrington,  William  Tanner, 
and  John  Knowles,  ironmonger,  and  all  his  other  messuages,  &c.,  in  the  said  city  he 
devised  to  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  for  her  life,  and  after  her  death  then  to  his  said  daughter, 
Elizabeth  Woollen,  and  her  heirs,  with  remainder  to  the  said  John  Woollen,  his  son,  and 
his  heirs,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  the  said  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  with 
remainder  to  Margaret  Skellerne,  wife  of  the  said  John  Skellerne,  with  remainder  to  his 
(Ralph  Woollen's)  own  right  heirs  for  ever.  He  appointed  his  wife  and  son  to  be  his 
executors,  and  the  four  trustees  above-named  to  be  overseers  of  his  will.  One  of  the 
witnesses  to  the  will  is  Henry  Newcome.  It  was  proved  at  Chester  on  the  i8th  May, 
1664.  The  inventory  of  his  effects  was  taken  on  the  I2th  June,  1663,  by  James  Johnson, 
Robert  Fleitcroft,  James  Barret,  and  James  Chorlton,  the  total,  chiefly  household  goods 
and  furniture,  &c.,  amounting  to  ^291  173.  lod.,  of  which  his  "plate"  was  valued  at 
£2$  2s.  8d.  The  various  rooms  in  his  house  are  specified,  and  their  contents.

It  is  there- 
fore ordered  that  euery  pson  concerned  to  paue  in  the  said  oldmeal- 
gate  shall  betwixt  this  and  the  fToure  and  Twentieth  day  of  June  next 
Leuell  the  street  called  the  oldmealgate  and  paue  it  for  the  further 
prvencon  of  danger  upon  paine  of  euie  pson  offendinge  contrary  to 
this  order  xxs  a  peice. 

The  Jury  aforesaid  haueinge  receiued  Complaints  that  those  that 
usually  come  to  the  markett  to  sell  Swine  doe  not  bringe  them  to 
the  place  appointed  but  disperse  them  into  other  partes  of  the 
Towne  to  the  prejudice  of  the  neighborhood  and  other  passengers 
It  is  therefore  ordered  by  this  Jury  that  all  persons  that  bringe 
Swine  to  the  markett  to  sell  shall  stand  with  them  in  the  accustomed 
place  appointed  therevnto  att  the  Hyde  Crosse  and  not  elsewhere. 
And  the  Bylawmen  for  this  yeare  are  to  see  this  order  putt  in 
execution. 

The  said  Jury  findinge  That  there  was  an  order  heretofore  made 
by  the  last  Michas  Cort  for  the  openinge  of  a  passage  and  Cleansinge 
of  a  Ditch  belonginge  to  Richard  Haworth  Esqr  and  comonly  called 
by  the  name  of  the  parsonage  ditch  not  obserued  by  the  said  Richard 
Haworth  and  beinge  upon  the  paine  of  Twenty  shillings  This  prsent 
Jury  Doe  Ameirce  the  said  Richard  Haworth  in  the  said  Twenty 
shillinges  for  not  pforminge  the  said  order  And  doe  further  order  that 
the  said  Mr  Haworth  shall  cause  the  same  passage  to  be  opened  and 
the  said  Ditch  to  be  cleansed  betwixt  this  and  Midsumer  next  upon 
paine  of  xls 
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The  said  Jury  doe  order  Richard  Haworth  Esqr  to  make  his  pale 
or  ffence  betweene  his  Lands  and  the  lands  of  Mr  Michaell  Buxton 
in  the  Deansegate  now  in  the  possession  of  John  Runagar  betwixt 
this  and  the  first  day  of  June  next  sub  pena  xs 

The  Jury  aforesaid  doe  finde  seuerall  orders  heretofore  made  for 
the  cleansinge  and  keepinge  open  the  watercourses  from  the  house 
of  mr  Richard  Halliwell  in  manchester  vnto  a  certaine  place  formerly 
knowne  by  the  name  of  Peircevalls  Smithy  in  the  hanginge  ditch  in 
manchester  aforesaid  woh  orders  haue  not  hitherto  beene  obserued 
And  that  there  is  seuerall  houses  of  office  erected  upon  the  said  ditch 
wch  by  reason  of  the  excremts  fallinge  from  them  becomes  noysome 
to  all  persons  neere  about  them  It  is  therefore  ordered  by  this  prsent 
Jury  that  the  houses  of  office  belonginge  to  mr  Richard  Halliwell 
Mr  Andrew  Bury  mr  Henry  Jackson  William  Moores  Thomas 
wharmebye  and  Henry  Bayley  shalbe  remoued  betweene  this  and 
the  first  day  of  June  next  comeinge  that  soe  the  said  watercourse 
may  haue  its  right  and  ffree  passage  upon  paine  of  euerye  one  of 
them  that  shall  offend  against  this  order  ten  shillings.  And  this 
Jury  doth  likewise  finde  an  order  made  by  the  last  Cort  Leet  that 
Isaack  Mosse  William  Stockdale  and  George  Chetham  should  open 
secure  and  Cleanse  the  said  watercourse  in  their  seuerall  houldings 
before  the  last  day  of  November  last  past  upon  paine  of  ten  shillinges 
wch  order  not  beinge  obserued  we  the  said  Jury  doe  Ameirce  them 
in  ten  shillings.  [In  the  margin  : — Affaired  5s  a  peice.]  And  doe 
further  order  that  the  said  Isaack  mosse  william  Stockdale  Mris 
Issabell  mosley  and  George  Chetham  doe  open  secure  and  cleanse 
the  said  watercourse  and  ditch  belonginge  to  them  respectiuely 
betweene  this  and  the  first  day  of  June  next  Comeinge  upon  paine 
of  xxs  a  peice. 

The  Jury  upon  Complaint  and  veiw  finde  that  Mr  John  Gee  hath 
a  noisome  ditch  vncleansed  to  the  prejudice  of  his  neighbors  (to  witt) 
Ellize  Clegge  and  others  This  Jury  doth  therefore  order  the  said  John 
Gee  to  cleanse  the  said  ditch  betweene  this  and  the  ffirst  day  of  June 
next  upon  paine  of  tenn  shillings  And  the  said  [Jury]  doe  likewise 
order  Ellize  Clegge  to  make  good  the  ffence  betweene  him  and  the 
said  Mr  John  Gee  from  his  outhousinge  to  the  ffeild  betwixt  this  and 
the  ffirst  day  of  June  aforesaid  subpena  vs .factum  est. 

The  said  Jury  upon  Complaint  made  to  them  and  their  owne 
veiw  finde  that  Ellize  Leach  hath  formerly  trespassed  upon  the 
Messuage  of  George  Thorpe  by  layinge  a  Dunghill  to  his  wall  to  the 
great  prejudice  of  his  house  It  is  therefore  ordered  by  the  Jury 
aforesaid  that  the  said  Ellize  Leach  shall  not  lay  any  more  dunge  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  said  George  Thorpe['s]  buildinge  subpena  xs 
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The  Jury  aforesaid  doe  finde  that  heretofore  there  hath  beene 
severall  orders  made  That  Samuell  Sandford  Esqr  mr  Jonathan 
Ridge  and  mr  Thomas  Illingworth  should  lay  open  a  way  leadinge 
betweene  the  markett  street  lane  and  Alport  lane  in  manchester 
aforesaid  by  makinge  styles  for  a  footeway  antiently  accustomed  to 
be  a  way  And  upon  their  makinge  Defaults  haue  beene  amercied  in 
seuerall  sumes  of  money.  This  prsent  [Jury]  upon  veiw  of  the  said 
premisses  doe  finde  a  misinformacon  giuen  to  the  former  Juries 
concerninge  that  parte  belonginge  to  mr  Illingworths  Style  haueinge 
beene  constantly  kept  open  And  that  Samuell  Sandford  Esqr  upon

The  said  Jury  haueinge  called  before  them  mr  Phillipp  Stampe 
mr  william  Page  mr  william  Plungen  mr  William  Hunter  mr  John 
Browne  and  mr  Laurance  Gardner  ouerseers  of  the  poore  for  the 
yeare  One  Thousand  Six  hundred  Sixtie  and  ffoure  to  deliuer  upp 
their  Accounts  of  all  such  moneyes  as  the  said  Overseers  haue 
receiued  and  disbursed  for  the  use  of  the  poore  of  manchester  for 
the  said  yeare  Doe  upon  pusall  [perusal]  of  their  said  Accounts 
finde  them  right  And  doe  approue  of  the  same. 

The  said  Jury  upon  complaint  made  to  them  and  upon  their 
owne  veiw  finde  that  the  Boothes  gutter  for  want  of  Iron  grates  and 
cleansinge  causeth  a  stoppage  of  the  water  to  the  great  annoyance 
of  the  Towne  And  the  said  Jury  finde  that  myles  Bradshawe  Barber 
hath  a  house  of  office  oner  the  said  gutter  or  Channell  betwixt  the 
Townes  hall1  and  his  house,  And  the  said  Jury  doe  likewise  finde 
that  James  Hinde  hath  another  house  of  office  hanginge  ouer  the 
said  Channell  or  gutter,  And  that  the  said  James  Hinde  and  myles 
Bradshawe  and  either  of  them  haue  a  doore  openinge  towards  the 
said  Channell  or  gutter  betwixt  their  houses  and  the  said  Towneshall1

And  furthermore  that  Robert  Leichford  and  others  whom  it  con- 
cernes  shall  take  up  the  fflaggs  wch  stoppe  the  said  watercourse  and 
cleanse  vndr  the  same  fflaggs  betwixt  this  and  the  ffirst  of  June  next 
and  afterwards  as  often  as  need  requires  subpena  xs  for  euy  default. 

The  said  Jury  doe  order  the  Continuance  of  the  deputy  Constables 
pay  and  the  Beadles  pay  and  the  said  deputy  Constable  and  Beadle 
and  either  of  them  to  be  Continued  or  remoued  accordinge  to  the 
Constables  pleasure. 

The  Jury  doe  allowe  and  approue  of  the  distribucon  of  the 
Collyhurst  money  by  the  officers  appointed  the  last  yeare  for  that 
purpose. 

And  lastly  the  said  Jury  doe  hereby  Confirme  All  former  orders 
wch  haue  beene  heretofore  made  by  this  and  the  former  Juryes  of 
this  Cort  for  the  good  Gouernm'  and  order  of  this  Towne.

bee  made  redy  beetwix  the  24th  Daie  of  Decembr  and  the  first  of 
March  next  for  a  worke  house  and  all  other  Ne[ce]ssaries  shall  bee 
bought  in  by  the  persons  aboue  Mentioned  for  the  Carieinge  one 
of  the  said  worke  And  that  the  persons  soe  Elected  shall  giue  in  an 
Accompt  of  all  there  Actinges  therein  at  Each  Court  Leet  to  the 
Jurie  as  well  what  the[y]  haue  Reed  as  Disbursed  and  what  euer  eles 
the  prsons  and  officers  aboue  Mentioned  shall  Doe  in  the  prmises  or 
the  Major  pt  of  them  shall  bee  allowed  by  the  said  Juries  of  Each 
Leet  ffrom  tyme  to  tyme. 

Wheare  as  this  prsent  Jurie  Did  Ellect  John  Hartley  Esqr  to  bee 
Burrowreue  for  this  yeare  to  Come  hee  beinge  a  ffurraigne  Burges1 
the  Jurie  Did  Desire  him  to  take  his  oath  but  the  Jurie  Doth  Declare 
that  itt  shall  bee  Noe  prcident  for  the  time  to  Come  to  Ellect  anie 
fforraigne  Burges.

The  Jury  of  this  Leet  doe  Amerce  all  the  Burgesses  who  owe 
any  suite  and  service  to  this  Court  &  haue  not  appeared  in  I2[dj  a 
peice  &  euery  Inhabitant  of  this  Towne  who  haue  not  likewise 
appeared  in  2(1  a  peice. 


1  Since  the  last  Court  Leet  the  death  of  SIR  EDWARD  MOSLEY,  BART.,  lord  of  the 
manor  of  Manchester,  had  occurred,  and  deserves  to  be  here  noticed.  At  the  time  of 
the  death  of  his  father,  Sir  Edward  Mosley,  Bart,  (the  first  Baronet),  who  was  buried  at 
Didsbury,  4th  December,  1657  (see  vol.  iv.,  p.  227),  he  was  a  minor,  about  18  years  of 
age.  In  1661  he  was  returned  to  Parliament  for  the  Borough  of  St.  Michael's,  co.  Corn- 
wall. In  this  year  he  acquired,  by  purchase,  Hulme  Hall  and  the  manor  of  Hulme,  near 
Manchester,  from  the  Prestwich  family,  and  a  private  Act  of  Parliament  confirming  this 
purchase  was  obtained.  He  married  Katherine.  daughter  of  William,  Lord  Grey  of 
Wark,  who  survived  him.  but  by  whom  he  had  no  issue.  He  died  on  the  I4th  October, 
1665,  and  was  buried  at  Didsbury  on  the  2 1st  of  that  month,  and  with  him  terminated 
the  direct  male  line  from  Sir  Nicholas  Mosley,  Knt.,  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  and  the 
Baronetcy  conferred  on  his  father  in  1640  became  extinct.  His  widow  subsequently 
married  Charles,  son  and  heir  of  Dudley,  Lord  North,  and  on  his  death  she  is  said  to  have 
married  Colonel  Russell  for  her  third  husband.  A  cancelled  will  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley's, 
dated  i8th  December,  1660,  has  been  printed  as  his  will  in  Booker's  Histo) y  of  Didsbury, 
p.  158,  but  his  last  will  bears  date  the  I3th  October,  1665,  the  day  before  his  death. 
Much  litigation  ensued  about  this  will,  as  it  was  alleged  that  the  testator  was  non  compos 
mentis  at  the  time  of  making  it,  and  Joseph  Maynard,  Esq.,  and  Mary,  his  wife,  sister  and 
heir  of  Sir  Edward,  took  possession  of  his  estates,  &c.;  but  at  the  trial  in  the  Court  of 
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The  said  Jury  doe  lik[e]vvise  amerce  all  the  townes  and  Villages 
within  the  Manr  whose  Constables  ought  to  haue  appeared  at  this 
Court  to  haue  done  theire  suite  and  service  as  appertained!  and  haue 
made  defaulte  in  xxs  a  peice. 

The  said  Jury  doe  lik[e]wise  amerce  all  such  as  haue  neglected 
to  take  theire  Oathes  for  the  office  to  w[h]ich  the[y]  were  elected  the 
last  Court  in  each  fine  shillings  a  peice. 

Exchequer  on  the  25th  June,  1669,  a  verdict  was  given  by  the  Jury  that  the  will  of  the 
1 3th  October,  1665,  was  the  last  will  of  Sir  Edward  Mosley.  This  will  is  a  very  long 
document,  but  the  following  abstract  of  it  will  probably  be  of  interest.  He  describes 
himself  as  Sir  Edward  Mosley,  of  Hough  Hall,  co.  Lane.,  Baronet,  and  desired  to  be 
buried  amongst  his  ancestors  in  the  chapel  or  chancel  of  Didsbury  Church,  and  it  was 
his  wish  that  he  might  be  buried  privately  in  the  night-time,  without  any  invitations  to  his 
funeral.  To  his  wife,  Lady  Katherine  Mosley,  he  left  all  her  jewels  and  all  his  silver 
plate  "which  has  mine  and  her  coats-of-arms  impaled,  engraven  thereon"  ;  and  he  also 
bequeathed  to  her  "my  cloth  coach  and  seven  coach  horses  now  in  the  country  and  my 
velvet  coach  at  London  with  all  the  harness  and  liveries  thereto  belonging  and  also  my 
damask  bed  and  the  furniture  thereof."  To  his  cousin,  Nicholas  Mosley,  of  Ancoals, 
Esq. ,  and  his  heirs,  he  deviled  "  all  that  messuage  burgage  and  tenement  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  Ellis  Leach,  together  with  the  horse  mill  thereto  adjoining,  all  of  them  in  the 
Hanging  Ditch  in  Manchester,  with  all  the  lands  &c.  near  Collihurst  which  Mr  Robert 
Lever  of  Alkrington  and  Anne  his  wife  hold  by  lease."  To  his  cousin,  Oswald  Mosley, 
gent.,  son  and  heir  apparent  of  the  said  Nicholas,  and  his  heirs  male,  he  devised  all  his 
messuages,  lands,  £c.,  in  Kersley,  co.  Lane.,  with  remainder  to  the  second  and  other  sons 
of  the  said  Nicholas  ;  with  remainder  to  "  my  cosen  Edward  Mosley  Esq.,  Councillor  at 
Law,"  and  his  heirs  male;  with  remainder  to  "my  cosen  Francis  Mosley,  clerk,"  and  his 
heirs  male.  To  the  said  Francis  Mosley,  clerk,  one  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Collegiate 
Church,  he  devised  certain  messuages  in  Davy  Hulme  and  Barton,  and  renewed  the 
lease  of  the  messuage  in  Stretford,  commonly  called  the  Turf  Mosse.  Certain  messuages 
were  devised  to  his  servants,  Richard  Crowther  and  John  Bate,  and  to  his  "loving 

friend,"  Michael  Dickenson,  of  the  Temple,  London,  the  lease  of  lands,  &c.,  in 

Moss  Side  was  renewed.  He  mentions  his  aunt.  Mris  Anne  Mosley.  and  his  sister,  M" 
Mary  Maynard,  wife  of  Joseph  Maynard,  Esq.,  and  to  the  latter  he  bequeathed  "the 
silver  bason  and  ewer,  which  is  ordinarily  used  after  meals  at  my  table."  He  devised 
to  his  said  aunt  the  capital  messuage  called  the  Hough  End,  or  the  Hough  Hall,  and 
lands  there  and  in  Withington  and  Chorlton,  and  he  also  bequeathed  to  her  "my  silver 
bason  and  my  great-grandfather  Sir  Nicholas  Mosley,  Knt.,  his  old  bed  and  bedstead 
and  the  furniture  in  my  own  lodging  chamber."  &c.,  &c.  He  bequeathed  the  sum  of  /"So 
to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  &c. ,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  schcolmaster  at 
Didsbury  for  ever,  and  he  gave  ^30  to  the  poor  of  Manchester,  to  be  invested  by  the 
Boroughreeve  for  their  benefit.  Twenty  pounds  was  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of 
Withington  and  its  hamlets  on  the  day  of  his  funeral.  The  following  legacies  are  then 
mentioned: — "To  Mrs  Ellen  Lethburie,  ^100  and  two  of  my  silver  tumblers"  ;  my 
servant,  Richard  Crowther,  ^150  ;  old  Henry  Dudley,  £20;  to  his  cook,  ^5;  to  "my 
two  footboys"  £6  each,  and  other  sums  to  his  coachman,  gardener,  brewer,  keeper,  and 
to  John  EtchelLs.  To  Mary  Barlow,  wife  of  Master  John  Barlow,  attorney-at-law,  £10; 
to  his  loving  friend,  Francis  Lindley,  Esq.,  Cour.cillor-at-law,  some  silver  and  an 
annuity  of  ^10,  "for  him  to  be  counsel  with  my  executors."  As  regards  his  wearing 
appsrel,  linen  and  woollen,  at  London  and  in  the  country,  one  fourth  was  to  go  to  his 
servant,  Richard  Okell,  and  three-fourths  to  his  servant,  Charles  Hanson,  "saving  that 
I  give  out  of  the  same  my  night-gown  and  furniture  thereto,  to  my  kind  and  loving 
friend,  Sir  Francis  Goodrick,  Knight,  and  to  Mr  Beare,  of  the  Signet  Office  I  give  my

best  black  laced  suit  and  cloak  and  one  point  lace  now  at  London,  and  one  point  lace, 
which  I  give  to  the  said  Master  Lindley,  the  same  being  in  the  Country,  and  my  best 
velvet  coat  and  cloth  suit  to  my  servant,  Richard  Crowther."  He  devised  all  his  manors, 
messuages,  lands,  &c. ,  except  his  Leicestershire  estates,  in  trust  to  his  executors  for  15 
years,  to  pay  his  debts,  and  then  to  Edward  Mosley,  "son  of  my  said  cozen  Edward 
Mosley  Esq."  and  his  heirs  male,  with  remainder  in  default  of  such  issue  to  the  said 
Edward  Mosley,  Esq. ,  and  his  heirs  male,  with  the  proviso  that  lands  to  the  value  of 
,£7,000  should  be  purchased  and  conveyed  and  assured  to  the  said  Nicholas  Mosley  for 
his  life,  and  after  his  decease  to  the  said  Oswald  Mosley  and  his  heirs  male,  with  other 
remainders  over  to  all  the  other  sons  of  the  said  Nicholas  successively  and  their  heirs 
male  in  tail  male,  with  remainder  to  the  said  Edward  Mosley,  Esq.,  his  heirs  and  assigns 
for  ever.  The  testator  says  that  "  it  is  my  desire  that  my  said  lands  &c.  shall  remain  in 
my  name  and  blood  so  long  as  it  shall  please  God  to  permit  the  same."  His  Leicester- 
shire estates  he  devised,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  to  the  eldest  son  of  his  sister 
Maynard,  and  his  heirs,  with  remainder  to  the  younger  sons  successively  and  their  heirs 
male  in  tail  male,  with  remainder  to  the  said  Nicholas  Mosley  and  his  sons  in  tail  male. 
He  appointed  his  said  aunt,  Mris  Anne  Mosley,  and  his  said  cousin,  Edward  Mosley, 
Esq. ,  Councillor-at-Law,  his  executors,  and  revoked  all  former  wills.  The  witnesses  to 
this  important  will  were  well  known  people  in  Manchester — T.  Howorth,  Jo.  Lightbowne, 
Jonathan  Chadwick  (the  doctor),  and  Nathan  Leech.  Owing  to  the  disputes,  &c.,  it 
was  not  proved  till  3rd  May,  1675.  It  may  be  worth  noting  that  on  the  26th  March,  1673, 
an  award  was  made  by  Edmund  Trafford,  of  Trafford,  Esq. ,  Francis  Mosley,  Fellow  of 
Christ's  College,  in  Manchester,  Henry  Newcome,  of  Manchester,  clerk,  and  William 
Yates,  of  Blackburn,  gentleman,  which  practically  settled  the  disputes  about  these  estates, 
and  the  recommendations  then  made  were  subsequently  legally  carried  out. 

2  William  Radcliffe,  Esq.,  whose  name  appears  here  as  Steward  of  the  Court  for  the 
first  and  only  time,  was  the  son  of  Richard  Radcliffe,  of  Manchester,  Esq. ,  who  was 
elected  member  of  Parliament  for  the  town  of  Manchester  in  1656,  and  who  died  in 
July.  1657.  (See  vol.  iv.,  p.  205.  note  5.)

3  William  Byrom,  of  Manchester,  gent.,  was  the  son  and  heir  of  his  father,  Edward 
Byrom,  of  Manchester,  gent.,  who  was  buried  at  the  Collegiate  Church,  Manchester, 
on  the  28th  June,  1655,  but  whose  death  is  not  entered  in  these  Records.      He  was 
baptized    at   the    Collegiate  Church,    I2th  November,    1615,    and  on    the   7th  April, 
1640,  he  was  married  there  to  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Captain  John  Beswicke,  of  Fails- 
worth,  by  whom  he  had  five  sons  and  three  daughters.     He  was  elected  one  of  the  two 
Constables,  loth  October,  1654,  and  to  the  office  of  Boroughreeve  on  the  6th  October, 
1657.     He  entered  his  pedigree  at  the  Visitation  of  Lancashire  taken  in  1644-5,  by  Sir 
William  Dugdale,  and  was  buried  at  the  Collegiate  Church  on  the  24th  December,  1665. 
Newcome,   in  his  Autobiography  under  this  date,  says,    "This  day  we  buried  a  good 
friend  of  mine  Mr.  William  Byrom."     His  will,  dated  3oth  November,  1665,  and  proved 
at  Chester  27th  June,  1667,  has  been  printed  by  Canon  Raines  in  his  Byrom  Pedigrees, 
p.  34.     It  is  noteworthy  that  this  will  is  not  now  to  be  found  at  Chester.     He  desired 
to  be  "  decently  interred  within  the  town's  chappell  commonly  called  Pendleton  chappel" 
in  the  Collegiate  Church.     He  mentions  his  son  and  heir,  William  Byrom,  Josiah  Byrom, 
his  second  son,  and  John  Byrom,  his  third  son,  and  his  daughter,  Sarah,  wife  of  John 
Scholfield.     He  also  leaves  small  legacies  to  his  sister,  Elizabeth  Woolley  [wife  of  Mr. 
Samuel  Woolley,  of  Warrington],  to  his  brother-in-law,  Henry  Welch,  clerk  [the  incum- 
bent of  Chorley,  co.  Lane.],  Mr.  Francis  Worthington  [of  Manchester,  his  brother-in- 
law,  husband  of  the  testator's  sister,  Sarah,  then  dead]  ;  his  sister,  Anne,  wife  of  James 
Halliwell,  of  Manchester,  and  his  sister-in-law,  Margaret  Bowker.     He  also  mentions 
Anne,  the  wife  of  his  brother,  Edward  Byrom  ;  Arthur  Scholfield,  his  grandchild ;  and 
William  and  Rebecca  Bowker,  his  sister  [in-law]  Margaret's  son  and  daughter.     "To 
Mr.   Heyricke  to  preach  my  funeral  sermon  2os.,  yet  if  he  be  indisposed  thereunto, 
notwithstanding  I  give  him  the  2os.  and  desire  that  Mr.  Moseley  would  preach  at  my 
funeral ;  and  nevertheless  if  Mr.  Heyricke  do  preach  my  funeral  sermon  yet  I  give  Mr.

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Wheras  Complaint  is  made  to  vs  of  this  Jury  y*  John  Broxup 
his  house  of  office  is  a  great  anusance  to  his  neightbowers  we  ord 
that  he  shall  remove  it  to  the  place  where  it  formerly  stood  vpon 
paym*  of  2OS  before  the  24th  day  of  June  next.

yeare  &  to  Receive  of  the  said  Constables  for  the  same  thirteene 
shillings  and  ffoure  pence. 

This  Jury  Doe  find  that  Mr  Richard  ffox  is  sonn  &  heir  to  his  late 
fTather  Mr  Richard  ffox3  Deceased  and  is  of  full  Age  and  therefore 
is  to  come  into  the  Court  to  Doe  his  suite  and  service. 

This  Jury  Doe  alsoe  find  that  Mr  William  Williamson  hath  pur- 
chased of  Mr  John  Gee  and  others  seuall  Mesuages  lyeinge  &  beinge 
in  or  neare  a  street  Called  the  Milnegate  and  is  to  come  into  this 
Court  to  Doe  his  suite  &  service. 

This  Jury  alsoe  finds  that  George  Hilton  hath  purchased  a 
Certeine  Mesuage  lyeinge  in  the  Milne  gate  of  Mr  Jn°  Bexwick  &  is 
"to  Come  into  this  Court  to  Doe  his  suit  and  service. 

This  prsent  Jury  Doe  alsoe  find  that  Bryan  ffell  hath  purchased  a 
Certeine  mesuage  lyeinge  in  the  Milnegate  of  Mr  Jn°  Bexwicke  and 
is  to  come  into  this  Court  to  Doe  his  suite  and  service. 

1  This  Court  was  adjourned  to  the  Thursday,  the  28th  day  of  this  instant  October, 
at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  p.m.  of  that  day. 

*  At  which  Court  the  said  Jurors  appeared  and  gave  in  their  verdict  as  follows  in  the 
pages  following.

This  present  Jury  alsoe  find  that  Mr  James  Mosse  hath  pur- 
chased one  Mesuage  lyeinge  at  the  Smithy  Doore  of  Wm  RadclifTe 
Esqr  and  others  &  is  to  come  into  this  court  to  Doe  his  suite  & 
service. 

This  prsent  Jury  alsoe  find  that  James  Neild  hath  a  Mesuage 
lyeinge  in  the  Deansegate  street  given  to  him  by  his  late  fTather  Mr 
Roger  Neild1  Deed  &  his  [sic]  to  come  into  this  Court  to  Doe  his 
suite  &  service. 

This  present  Jury  finds  that  Mr  John  Alexandr  married  with 
Sarah  Radcliffe  right  heire  to  her  late  father  Mr  John  Radcliffe2 
Deceased  &  is  to  come  into  this  Court  to  Doe  his  suite  and  service. 

This  prsent  Jury  alsoe  find  that  Edm°  Taylor  married  with  Martha 
Williamson  right  heir  to  Mr  Robt  Bradshawe3  of  the  Milnegate  Deed 
of  a  Certeine  Mesuage  lyeinge  in  the  said  Milnegate  &  is  to  come 
into  this  Court  to  Doe  his  suite  &  service. 

ffbr  as  much  as  there  hath  beene  seuall  Complaints  to  the  Jury 
of  this  prsent  Court  Leet,  that  Divers  psons  inhabitants  of  this  towne 
of  Manchestr  &  other  Burgesses  of  the  said  towne  have  beene 

1  The  name  of  Roger  Nield  has  frequently  occurred  in  previous  volumes   (see 
Indexes),  but  it  is  probable  that  two  persons  of  the  same  name  are  referred  to.     Roger 
Nield  was  on  the  igth  October,  1647,  elected  one  of  the  two  Constables.     His  will, 
dated  2 1st  April,  1666,  was  proved  at  Chester  on  the  8th  June  in  that  year.     He  men- 
tions Margaret,  his  wife,  and  his  eight  younger  children,  Katherine,  the  wife  of  Lawrence 
Gardner,  of  Manchester,  Richard,  Roger,  and  John  Nield,  Mary,  the  wife  of  Miles 
Bradshawe,  of  Manchester,  barber ;   Thomas,  James,  and  Alice   Nield.     Robert  Nield 
appears  to  have  been  his  son  and  heir.    The  executors  were  William  Page,  of  Manchester, 
gent.,  and  the  said  Lawrence  Gardner.     This  will  is  unfortunately  much  torn. 

2  John  Radcliffe,  of  Manchester,  gentleman,  died  in  1645.     He  lived  at  the  Pool,  or 
Pool  Fold,  and  a  long  account  of  his  making  his  will  there  during  the  time  that  the  Plague 
was  violently  raging  in  Manchester  has  been  given  in  a  note  to  p.  1 1 5  of  volume  iv.  of 
these  Records.      By  his  wife,  Ann,  daughter   of  Richard   Halliwell,  of  Manchester, 
vintner,  he  had  a  large  family,  but  they  all  died  young,  most  of  them,  like  their  father, 
from  the  Plague  in  1645,  except  the  youngest,  Sarah,  who  was  at  that  time  an  infant  of 
three  years  of  age.     She  and  her  mother  only  escaped  out  of  a  family  of  thirteen  persons. 
As  stated  in  the  text,  she  married  John  Alexander,  of  Manchester,  who  was  a  silversmith 
in  the  town,  and  so  carried  Pool  Fold  and  the  other  estates  of  her  father  into  that  family. 

3  I  cannot  trace  any  mention  of  Mr.  Robert  Bradshawe,  of  the  Milnegate,  in  the  last 
volume  of  these  Records,  nor  is  there  any  will  relating  to  him  now  to  be  found  at  Chester.

of  Manchester  that  soe  euy  man  may  beare  an  equall  pporcon  in  the 
said  Taxes. 

This  p'sent  Jury  alsoe  find  that  Mr  Roger  Barlow  hath  purchased 
certein  Dwelling  houses  with  their  appurtenances  Att  or  in  a  place 
Called  the  Within  greave  of  Mr  Tho:  Berry  of  Boulton  in  the  moores 
and  is  to  come  into  this  Court  to  Doe  his  suit  &  service. 

Whereas  there  is  a  bond  of  Tenn  pounds  ffor  the  paym*  of  ffive 
pounds  Due  to  bee  paid  by  Wm  Whitelegg  of  Northen  and  others  & 
it  appears  vndr  the  hand  of  Mr  John  Moxen  that  hee  had  received  in 
part  of  it  ffourty  shillings  &  wee  find  noe  account  given  of  the  same 
It  is  therefore  Ordred  by  this  prsent  Jury  that  the  said  Mr  John  Moxon 
doe  forthe  wth  pay  the  said  ffourty  shillings  to  the  ouseers  of  the 
poore  or  within  tenn  Dayes  after  publicacon  hereof  Sub  pena  ffoure 
pounds .factum  est. 

This  present  Jury  alsoe  find  that  Mr  Edward  Bootle  hath  lately 
purchased  of  Mr  John  Bradshawe  scrivener  seuall  Mesuages  &  lands 
lyeinge  and  beinge  in  the  toad  lane  &  suidhill  And  the  said  Mr 
Bootle  hath  alsoe  purchased  of  Mr  Henry  Dickonson  Mr  James 
Johnson  &  Mr  Willia  Williamson  seuall  Mesuages  lyeinge  &  beinge 
in  a  streete  Comonly  Called  the  Markettstidd  lane  &  is  to  come  into 
this  Court  to  Doe  his  suite  &  service. 

This  present  Jury  alsoe  find  that  Mr  Humphrey  Cheetham1 
married  with  Mary  Whitworth  Right  heir  of  her  late  father  Mr  Jn° 
Whitworth  Deed  &  is  to  come  into  this  Court  to  Doe  his  suite  & 
service. 

This  prsent  Jury  alsoe  find  seuall  Ordrs  heretofore  made  for  the 
Cleanesinge  &  keepinge  open  the  watercourses  from  the  house  of 
Mr  Rich:  Halliwell2  Deed  &  now  in  the  Occupacon  of  Mr  Wm  Eccles 

1  This  Mr.  Humphrey  Chetham  was  one  of  the  three  sons  of  Edward  Chatham,  of 
Smedley,    Esq.,    by  his  wife,   Alice,    daughter   of  Mr.    Robert    Wilson,    of  Smedley. 
Humphrey  Chetham  and   Mary  Whitworth  were  married  at  Eccles   Church,    on   the 
28th  January,  1668-9.     He  died  without  issue  before  1681.     (See  Booker's  History  of 
Blackley  Chapel,  p.  205. ) 

2  The  name  of  Richard  Halliwell,  of  Manchester,  vintner,  has  frequently  occurred  in 
these  Records.     He  succeeded  his  father,  of  the  same  name,  who  died  in  or  before  1652. 
(See  vol.  iv.,  p.  79.)      He  is  mentioned  in  the  account  of  the  Festivities  in  Manchester 
on  the  day  of  the  Coronation  of  King  Charles  II.,  23rd  April,  1621.    (See  vol.  iv..  p.  285.) 
Although  it  has  not  been  hitherto  mentioned  in  these  Records,  it  is  well  known  that  the 
Bull's  Head  Inn,  in  the  Market  Place,  was  the  inn  kept  by  successive  members  of  the 
Halliwell  family.     "  Mr  Halliwell  of  the  Bull  "  is  mentioned  in  1610.

in  the  hanginge  Ditch  in  Handiest*  wch  Ordrs  have  not  beene  hitherto 
observed  &  that  there  is  seuall  howses  of  Offices  erected  vpon  the 
said  Ditch  wch  by  reason  of  the  excrem"  fallinge  from  them  becomes 
Noysom  to  all  psons  about  them  It  is  therefore  Ordred  by  this  prsent 
Jury  that  the  houses  of  Office  belongeing  to  Mr  Wra  Eccles  Mr 
Andrew  Berry  Mr  Henry  Jackson  &  W111  Moores  shall  bee  removed

This  Jury  vpon  veiw  Doe  find  that  John  Hartley  Esqr  hath  turned 
a  watercourse  vpon  a  tenem1  in  the  possession  of  John  Rootes  to  his 
prjudice  they  therefore  Ordr  that  the  s(1  John  Hartley  Esqr  shall  alter 
his  watercourse  to  runne  as  formly  b[e]twixt  this  and  the  ffirst  of 
Decembr  next  ensueinge  sub  pena  tenn  shillings. 

Hallivyell  named  in  the  text  as  being  now  "deceased,"  made  his  will  on  the  24th  May, 
1665,  in  which  he  mentions  his  wife,  Mary  Halliwell,  his  son  and  heir,  Richard  Halliwell, 
and  his  daughter,  Mary  Halliwell,  both  of  which  children  were  then  under  age.  He 
desires  that  his  wife  shall  keep  his  brother,  James  Halliwell,  in  meat,  drink,  lodging,  and 
clothes  during  his  life.  He  made  his  wife  and  Raph  Sligh,  of  Broad  Meadow  Hall, 
co.  Stafford,  gent.,  his  executors.  This  will  was  proved  at  Chester  on  the  5th  August, 
1665.  In  the  inventory  of  his  goods,  taken  I4th  June,  1665,  this  item  occurs — "Item  in 
Canary  Malligo  Sherry  Sacke  Vinegar  and  Vergis  [verjuice]  - 14"  "  Of  these  the  first 
named  was  wine  from  the  Canary  Islands,  and  the  next  that  from  Malaga.  Sack  was  a 
Spanish  wine  of  the  dry  or  rough  kind,  the  French  vin  sec.  It  was  probably  the  same 
wine  as  we  now  call  Sherry,  and  it  is  here  called  "  Sherry  Sack,"  that  is,  sack  from 
Xeres,  a  seaport  town  in  Spain.  '  Canary  "  and  <;  Malaga,"  or  "  Malligo,"  were  sweet 
wines. 

1   This  is  one  of  the  few  house  "signs"  mentioned  in  these  Records.

The  Jury  of  this  prsent  leete  Desire  that  when  there  is  any  over 
floweinge  Raine  the  Boothes  gutter  not  beinge  able  to  receive  it  but 
that  it  is  very  troublesome  by  reason  of  the  standeinge  water  for 
people  to  passe  That  the  Lords  of  this  Mannor  make  Or  Cause  to 
bee  made  A  Channer  [sic]  to  Carry  the  water  that  shall  Come  forth 
of  the  Markett  stead  lane  vnto  the  Smithy  Doore  to  goe  by  the 
North  side  of  the  Conduit  And  that  the  prsent  Burrowreeve  &  Con- 
stables Doe  Move  the  Lords  therein  &  see  it  Done .factuvi  est. 

This  prsent  Jury  find  Mr  Thomas  Prestwich1  of  Hulme  purchased 
the  seaven  &  twentieth  day  of  Decembr  1665  of  Sr  Thomas  Prest- 
wich K1  &  barronett  One  Burgage  or  dwellinge  house  with  its 
appu[r]tenanc[e]s  lyeinge  in  a  street  Called  the  Deansgate  street  & 
is  to  come  into  this  Court  to  Doe  his  suite  &  service. 

This  prsent  Jury  vpon  view  find  that  Myles  Bradshawe  Barber  & 
James  Hynd  haberdasher  have  twoe  seuall  houses  of  office  hangeinge 
Over  the  Channell  adjoyneinge  to  the  sessions  Court2  &  that  the  same 
James  Hynde  &  Myles  Bradshaw  have  either  of  them  A  doore 
Openinge  towards  the  said  Channell  or  gutter  betwixt  their  houses 
&  the  Townes  Hall  or  sessions  Court2  out  or  thorow  wch  thefy]  poure 
downe  wash  water  to  the  great  Annoyance  of  this  Towne  the  Jury 
Doe  therefore  Ordr  that  the  said  Myles  Bradshaw  &  James  Hynd 
remove  their  seuall  houses  of  Office  &  shut  vp  their  said  Doores 
betwixt  this  &  the  ffirst  day  of  December  next  sub  pena  each  of 
them  ffifty  shillings. 

It  is  further  ord'ed  p  this  prsent  Jury  that  Richard  Wright  & 
Samuel  Mort  remove  their  seuall  Gorstacks  and  kidstacks3  out  of  their 

1  Mr.  Thomas  Prestwich,  of  Hulme,  was  a  "cousin"  or  kinsman  of  Sir  Thomas 
Prestwich,  Bart.,  and  of  the  Rev.  John  Prestwich,  B.  D.,  of  All  Soul's  College.     The 
latter  refers  to  him  in  his  will,  not  dated,  but  made  before  August  1679,  as  "my  cozen 
Thomas  Prestwich  of  Holme  late  deceased. "     He  was  the  grandfather  of  the  self-styled

This  present  Jury  find  vpon  veiw  that  Mr  John  Abraham  hath 
built  an  house  of  office  vndr  the  Window  of  Bernard  Clay  in  the 
Deansgate  street  to  his  great  prjudice  or  anoyance  the  said  Jury  Doe 
therefore  Ordr  that  the  said  Jn°  Abraham  shall  remove  the  said  house 
of  Office  betwixt  this  &  the  ffirst  day  of  ffebruary  next  sub  pena 
ffourty  shillings. 

This  prsent  Jury  vpon  the  view  of  the  Acres  Middinge  find  that 
Wm  Bradley  Agent  for  Witt  Radcliffe  Esquire  and  Richard  Brad- 
shawe  and  Joseph  Vigors  Doe  suffer  the  said  Middinge  to  lye  abroad 
to  the  Great  prjudice  and  annoyance  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Towne 
And  therefore  the  said  Jury  Doe  Ordr  that  the  Acres  Middinge  shall 
bee  for  the  future  shovelled  vp  &  the  passage  for  the  water  kept 
Cleane  by  the  persons  aforesaid  sub  pena  ten  shillings  apeice.

Whereas  there  is  a  Chappell  belongeinge  to  the  towne  on  the 
south  side  of  Manchester  Church  Called  by  the  name  of  Jesus 
Chappell2  that  seuall  persons  have  buried  in  and  layd  larger  stones 
then  is  Convenient  to  the  prejudice  of  the  towne  This  present  Jury 
Doe  ordr  that  the  Constables  shall  from  tyme  to  tyme  take  speciall 
care  that  noe  psons  shall  breake  vpp  the  Ground  there  to  lay  any 
greave  stone  above  a  yard  in  bredth  &  twoe  yards  in  lenght  &  that 
noe  persons  but  the  Inhabitants  of  Mane  shall  have  any  priviledge 
to  bury  there  Except  the[y]  pay  Double  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
said  towne  &  that  the  Clarks  take  speciall  Care  for  the  keepinge  of 
it  Cleane  &  openinge  &  shuttinge  of  the  Bookes3  &  for  their  yearely 
paynes  shall  either  of  them  Receive  ffive  shillinges  a  yeare  from  the 
Constables. 

This  present  Jury  hath  viewed  the  Accounts  of  Mr  Rofct  ffleet- 
croft  Mr  Witt  Plungen  Mr  Joseph  Higham  Mr  Lawrence  Gardner 
Mr  Joseph  Werden  &  Mr  Jn°  Sandiford  late  Constables  &  Doe  approve 
the  same  &  the  said  Jury  find  that  that  [sic]  the  said  Mr  Werden  &

Whereas  there  is  manypsons  [who]  are  very  vndisposed  in  payeinge 
their  leyes  &  taxes  duely  assessed  vpon  them  and  that  the  burthen 
lyes  very  heavy  vpon  willinge  psons  that  are  Ready  to  obey  Command 
&  the  Jury  findinge  that  theise  late  yeares  past  that  there  are  seuall 
sumes  of  money  vncollected  &  in  areare  by  reason  that  the  then 
Officers  were  not  enabled  to  Distreine  of  vnwillinge  psons  such  layes 
as  were  duly  taxed  vpon  them  The  Jury  findinge  the  Create  prjudish 
the  towne  susteines  thereby ;  Doe  Order  that  the  prsent  Constables 
Church  Wardens  &  ouseers  for  the  poore  that  what  layes  or  taxes 
are  assest  by  the  Myselayers  Church  Wardens  &  overseers  for  the 
poore  for  this  yeare  beeinge  that  they  Duly  Collect  &  Receive  the 
same  by  way  of  Distress  or  otherwise  whether  they  bee  by  warrant  or 
warrants  from  his  Maties  Justices  of  the  Peace  or  for  any  townes  Lay 
assest  by  the  Mysleyers  or  any  thinge  els  the  said  Officers  shall  Doe 
in  the  Due  execucon  of  their  said  Offices  that  the  present  Jury  shall 
Defend  save  harmlesse  &  Indempnified  the  aforesaid  Officers  from  any 
pson  or  psons  soe  molestinge  by  suite  of  Law  what  ever  &  if  any  vndis- 
posed pson  or  persons  should  molest  or  trouble  the  aforesaid  officers 
by  shuite  or  otherwise  that  the  said  psons  are  to  Defend  themselves  & 
to  that  end  the  Jury  doe  Ordr  the  Constables  from  tyme  to  tyme  to 
lay  out  such  Moneys  as  shall  bee  expended  in  defendinge  the  Lawfull 
Rights  of  the  Towne  &  thereby  to  be  Indempnified  p  the  towne. 

This  present  Jury  vpon  their  view  find  that  there  is  a  spout 
betwixt  Mr  James  Barrett  &  Mr  Nathan  Leech  his  house  which  is  too 
short  by  at  the  least  halfe  a  yard  &  not  deep  enough  backwards  And 
alsoe  a  Channell  which  should  bee  raised  &  paved  by  the  said  James 
Barrett  &  soe  run  vnder  his  house  [of]  Office  It  is  therefore  Ordered 
by  this  prsent  Leet  that  the  said  James  Barrett  shall  lengthen  &  amend 
his  spount  [sic]  &  alsoe  Raise  &  pave  his  Channell  betwixt  this  &  the 
ffirst  day  of  Decembr  next  sub  pena  tenn  shillinges.

The  other  indenture  of  the 
same  date  is  a  conveyance  of  the  same  premisses  from  John  Radclyffe  and  James  Radclyffe, 
now  or  late  of  Manchester,  gentlemen,  to  the  said  John  Seddon. 

3  There  is  no  will  of  a  John  Roberts  at  Chester  between  1660  and  1675.  The 
Mr.  John  Roberts  mentioned  in  the  text  is  probably  the  person  of  that  name  who  was 
elected  one  of  the  two  Constables  on  the  iQth  October,  1647,  and  whose  name  has 
occasionally  occurred  in  Volume  IV.  At  the  Court  held  24th  April,  1650,  he  is  stated 
to  have  purchased  a  certain  shop  near  the  Shambles,  of  George  Tipping,  of  Manchester, 
and  he  was  required  to  do  his  suit  and  service  for  the  same.

Other  applicants  for  the  post 
were  Mrs.  Halliwell,  whose  father-in-law  and  husband  are  said  to  have  been  the  first 
persons  concerned  in  Manchester  letters,  Bradshaw,  Mrs.  Greene,  and  Jeffry  Aldcroft, 
cf  Knutsford.

in  March,  1664-5,  he  is  described  as  "of  Parkhead  [near  Whalley]  Esq.  a  bencher  of 
Gray's  Inn,"  and  was  66  years  of  age.  Mr.  Richard  Haworth  was  twice  married.  By 
his  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  George  Tipping,  of  Manchester,  gentleman,  and 
ultimately  co-heiress  to  her  brother,  Mr.  Samuel  Tipping,  he  had  two  daughters,  Mary 
and  Elizabeth,  who  both  died  young.  By  his  second  wife,  Jane,  daughter  of  John 
Kenion,  of  Parkhead,  near  Whalley,  Esq.,  and  the  relict  of  John  Stonehewer,  gent.,  he 
had  an  only  daughter,  Alice,  who  was  7  years  of  age  in  March,  1664-5.  Mr.  Haworth's 
will,  if  he  made  any,  is  not  now  at  Chester,  nor  is  the  inventory  of  his  effects  there 
preserved.  The  Thomas  Leigh,  Esq.,  mentioned  in  the  text  was  his  nephew,  the  son 
and  heir  of  Peter  Leigh,  of  the  West  Hall,  High  Leigh,  co.  Chester,  Esq.,  who  had 
married  Mary,  the  other  daughter  of  George  Tipping,  of  Manchester.  This  Mr.  George 
Tipping  died  intestate,  leaving  a  son  and  heir,  Samuel  Tipping,  and  the  two  daughters 
above-named,  Mary  and  Elizabeth,  and  a  good  estate  in  Manchester,  including  lands  in 
Alport,  held  under  a  lease  for  1,000  years  from  the  Earl  of  Derby.  Samuel  Tipping 
died  unmarried  in  1641,  and  his  estates  passed  to  his  two  sisters.  Mary,  the  wife  of 
Peter  Leigh,  Esq.,  died  in  1630,  leaving  issue,  and  her  husband,  Peter  Leigh,  died  in  1657. 
Elizabeth  was  married  to  her  husband,  Richard  Haworth,  in  or  before  1641,  but  she 
predeceased  him,  and  he  held  her  lands  "according  to  the  curtesie  of  England"  till  his 
death  in  1671.  On  his  death  without  surviving  issue  by  the  said  Elizabeth,  the  lands  he 
had  with  her  were  claimed  by  Thomas  Leigh,  Esq.  (the  eldest  son  of  the  said  Peter  and 
Mary  Leigh),  but,  as  appears  by  the  following  extract  from  the  case  stated  for  counsel's 
opinion  in  1672,  if  he  succeeded  to  them  at  all  he  did  not  do  so  wholly  without  trouble. 
"The  said  Richard  Haworth  who  married  the  said  Elizabeth  did  survive  her  and  lived 
till  anno  1671  and  from  the  death  of  the  said  Samuel  Tipping,  till  his  owne  death  did 
enjoye  the  lands  called  Alport  Lands  and  all  other  the  said  lands  held  by  lease.  And 
now  when  the  heire  of  the  aforesaid  Mr  Leigh  on  the  death  of  the  said  Mr  Haworth 
did  expect  to  have  had  the  said  lands  held  by  lease  yet  in  being  for  900  years  or  upwards 
and  the  other  lands  held  by  lease  from  the  Colledge  att  Manchester  as  well  as  other 
lands,  which  Mr  Haworth  held  by  the  Curtesie  of  England,  which  were  the  inheritance 
of  the  said  Samuel  Tipping  and  did  descend  to  the  said  Elizabeth,  he  having  had  a  child 
by  her.  But  the  said  Mr  Leigh  is  denyed  the  possession  of  the  said  lands  held  by  lease,

knighted  at  Lathom  or  at  Houghton  Tower  during  King  James'  visit  to  Lancashire, 
l8th  August,  1617,  and  he  was  65  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  Lancashire  Visitation 
in  March,  1664-5.  By  his  wife,  Penelope,  daughter  of  Sir  Humphrey  Davenport,  Lord 
Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  he  had  six  sons  and  two  daughters.  Of  these  Edmund 
Trafford,  his  son  and  heir,  was  39  years  of  age  in  1665,  and  was  then  married  to  Frances, 
daughter  of  Philip  Draycot,  of  Pennesley,  co.  Stafford,  Esq.  The  will  of  Sir  Cecil 
Trafford,  dated  7th  August,  24th  Charles  II.  [1672],  was  proved  at  Chester  on  the 
I3th  November,  1673.  It  commences,  "  in  nomine  patris  et  filii  et  spiritus  sancti  Amen," 
but  is  unfortunately  now  much  injured  by  damp.  He  desired  to  be  buried  in  the  Trafford 
Chapel  adjoining  to  Manchester  Church  amongst  his  ancestors.  He  mentions  Edmund 
Trafford,  his  son  and  heir,  the  latter's  wife  "my  daughter  in  law,''  and  their  son  "my 
grandchild  John  Trafford,"  and  another  grandchild,  Richard  [? Trafford].  He  left  the 
residue  of  his  goods,  &c.,  to  "my  grandson  Roger  Downes,  Penelope  Downes  my  sister, 
my  son  Humphrey  Trafford  and  the  daughters  of  my  son  John  Trafford."  To  each  of 
his  sons  Edmund  Trafford,  John  Trafford,  and  William  Trafford  he  left  a  suit  of  mourning, 

and  he  desired  his  very  loving  friend  and  kinswoman, Mosley,  of  Houghend, 

to  be  overseer  of  his  will,  and  bequeathed  her  ^"20.  His  son,  Humphrey  Trafford,  and 
his  servant,  Edmund  Gooden,  were  appointed  executors.  Attached  to  this  will  is  a  Ljng 
inventory  taken  3rd  December,  1672,  but  now  much  damaged  by  damp. 

2  There  is  no  will  of  any  John  Whittle  of  Manchester  of  about  this  date  now  preserved 
at  Chester.     The  wills  of  John  Whittle,  of  Wrightington  [in  North  Lancashire],  tailor 
proved  1669;  John  Whittle,  of  Brindhil^[also  in  North  Lancashire],  proved  1670;  and 
the  administration  bond  and  inventory  of  John  Whittle,  of  Chorley,  1674,  are  to  be  found 
at  Chester. 

3  I  am  not  at  present  able  to  identify  this  Mr.  George  Cheetham.     The  will  of  Mr. 
George  Cheetham,  of  Salford,  proved  at  Chester  in  1670,  cannot  now  be  referred  to,  as 
it  has  perished  from  damp.

1  The  name  of  Thomas  Baron,   Berron,   or  Birron,  as  it  is  variously  spelt,  has 
occasionally  occurred  in  these  Records.     (See  Index  to  this  volume. )     At  the  Court  held 
4th  October,  1664,  it  was  returned  that  Mr.  Thomas  Baron  had  purchased  certain  lands 
of  John  Bexwick,  gent.,  lying  at  the  Withengreave  in  Manchester.     (See  p.  49.)     The 
will  of  Thomas  Baron,  of  Newton,  in  the  parish  of  Manchester,  chapman,  bears  date

"To  my  daughter  Cicely 
Chamberlaine,  wife  of  Thomas  Chamberlaine,  of  Stafford,  gent.  .£100  for  her  own  use." 
"To  my  grandson  Thomas  Mosley,  of  York,  apothecary,  303.  to  buy  him  a  ring;"  "to 
his  brother  Rowland  Mosley  £20,  to  bind  him  apprentice;"  "to  my  daughter  in  law 
Ellen  Mosley  40"  and  my  best  cloth  gown,  and  to  her  daughter  Hannah,  who  now  dwells 
with  me  £&  and  my  long  scarf; "  "  to  all  the  rest  of  her  daughters  living  at  my  decease 
£4.  a  piece."     "  To  my  grandchild  Isabel  Jenkinson  £$,  and  to  my  grandchild  Elizabeth 
Slack  ^"5."     To  her  servant,  Anne  Townson,  403.  and  certain  linen  and  clothes,  and  to 
her  dearly  beloved  daughter,  Cicely  Chamberlaine,  her  best  scarf.     There  are  various 
small  legacies  to  servants  and  others,  one  of  whom  was  to  receive  her  "red  stammell 
coate."

as  hith'to  the  Towne  hath  susteined. 

\Vhereas  John  Hartley  Esqr  Edward  Chorlton  and  othrs  have 
pTerred  &  doe  presente  an  Indictment  against  the  late  Constables  of 
this  Towne  of  Manchr  (viz1)  mr  John  Alexandr  &  mr  Thomas  Shaw 
as  alsoe  against  mr  Joseph  Worden  and  mr  Raph  Shelrrfdyne  late 
miselayers  and  Charles  Platt  Deputy  Constable  of  the  said  Towne 
vpon  prtence  of  an  vnlawfull  distresse  vpon  the  goods  of  the  said 
Chorlton  Now  since  what  the  said  offic™  did  was  in  the  due  execucon 
of  their  offices  &  in  ordr  to  the  Collectinge  and  gathringe  of  a  townes 
lay  assessed  by  the  late  Miselayers  (for  the  said  Mr  Hartleys  house 
wherein  the  said  Chorlton  Lives)  And  for  asmuch  as  the  said  Indict- 
ment tends  to  the  discouragem1  of  all  future  officers  and  consequently 
to  the  destruccon  of  the  Ancient  Lifcties  of  the  said  towne  enioyed 
tyme  out  of  mynd  by  meanes  of  the  Courte  Leete  Now  wee  the  Jury 
of  this  prsent  Leete  doe  therefore  ordr  that  the  said  John  Alexandr 
Thomas  Shawe  Joseph  Worden  Raph  Shelmerdyne  &  Charles  Platt 
shall  bee  reimbursed  their  Charges  and  Expences  in  defendinge  them- 
selves against  the  said  prosecucon  &  that  all  such  moneys  -as  hath 

been  mentioned  in  these  Records.  (See  vol.  iv.,  pp.  289  and  301.)  The  William  Plungen 
here  mentioned  was  the  son  of  a  William  Plungen,  whose  name  is  not  unfrequently 
mentioned  in  these  Records.  (See  Index  to  vol.  iv. )  It  occurs  for  the  first  time  at  the 
Court  held  7th  October,  1651.  His  first  wife,  Sarah,  was  buried  at  the  Collegiate  Church, 
Manchester,  on  the  I5th  February,  1654-5,  and  on  the  29th  September,  1656,  he  was 
married  there  to  his  second  wife,  Isabel,  daughter  of  the  above-named  Rowland  and 
Isabel  Mosley,  and  then  the  widow  of  William  Rollinson.  His  son  William  was  baptised 
at  Manchester  on  the  26th  August,  1659.  William  Plungen,  the  father,  was  buried  at 
the  Collegiate  Church  on  the  ist  April,  1673.

IN    1668. 

THE  following  document  is  a  copy  verbatim  et  literatim  of  the  latest 
of  the  many  assessments,  levied  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Manchester,  which  are  now  preserved  among  the  muniments  of  the 
Corporation.  The  original  is  contained  in  a  thin,  narrow  folio 
volume,  which  is  very  clearly  and  carefully  written.  It  supplies  us 
with  the  names  of  the  inhabitants,  arranged  under  the  respective 
streets  in  which  they  lived,  and  so  may  be  looked  upon  almost  as 
a  directory.  The  following  were  the  streets  which  then  existed  in 
the  town — Deansgate,  Smithy  Door,  the  Conduit,  St.  Mary's  Gate, 
Market  Street  Lane,  Market  Place  and  the  Shambles,  Old  Mealgate, 
Cateaton  Street,  Hanging  Ditch,  Hyde  Cross,  Toad  Lane,  Fennel 
Street,  Churchyardside  and  Hunt's  Bank,  Millgate,  Newton  Lane, 
and  Ancoats.  It  is  headed  as  follows  : —

1  Although  the  proceedings  of  the  Courts  held  between  October,  1666,  and  April, 
1669,  inclusive,  are  unfortunately  missing,  yet  from  some  of  the  references  in  this  volume 
it  is  possible  to  recover  the  names  of  the  Constables  with  a  great  probability  of  accurac)'. 
At  the  Court  held  on  the  5th  October,  1669  (see  p.  92),  Mr.  Ralph  Worsley,  John 
Hartley,  Esq.,  Boroughreeve,  Mr.  Samuel  Dickonson,  Mr.  John  Holbrooke,  Mr.  Robert 
Flitcroft,  Mr.  William  Plungen,  Mr.  Joseph  Higham,  Mr.  Lawrence  Gardner,  Mr. 
Joseph  Wcrden,  and  Mr.  John  Sandiford  were  ordered  to  bring  in  their  accounts.  Of 
these  persons  we  know  for  certain  that  Mr.  Hartley  was  Boroughreeve  for  the  year 
1668-9,  and  that  Mr.  Dickonson  and  Mr.  Holbrooke  were  the  Constables  for  1665-6, 
and  Mr.  Werden  and  Mr,  Sandford  the  Constables  for  1668-9,  and  these  persons  names 
I  have  printed  in  italics  to  distinguish  them  from  the  others.  Hence  does  it  not  seem 
most  probable  that  Mr.  Flitcroft  and  Mr.  Plungen  were  the  Constables  for  1666-7,  arRl 
Mr.  Higham  and  Mr.  Gardner  those  officers  for  1667-8?  That  this  is  correct  is  strengthened 
by  an  entry  made  at  the  Court  held  on  the  3rd  October,  1671  (see  p.  152),  in  which  a  suit 
against  Mr.  Joseph  Higham  and  Mr.  Lawrence  Gardner,  as  "Constables  of  this  town," 
is  mentioned.  I  am  not  so  sure  that  Mr.  Ralph  Worsley  was  the  Boroughreeve  for 
1666-7,  as  I  do  not  understand  Mr.  Thomas  Beck's  name  being  omitted,  but  there  seems 
a  strong  probability  that  it  is  correct.
